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lea girl friend ie a French eitieen, Subject, In the event of marriage, 
would be able to emigrate at any time under her French <jiota number and

Holey , printed in Munich, TAN IV published a aeries of articles in which 
he explained the ideas and alas of the Movsuent. TAN IV also travelled to 
those countries where there ere large groupings of Ukrainians - England, 
Germany, France and Belgium * where he lectured on the necessity for 

the establishment of a Christian Movement. In each of these countries, 
he established initiatory oommlttees which are subject to a central 
initiatory committee. In those countries where there ere mailer groupings 
of Ukrainians, like Italy and Spain, he did not create initiatory oemanit- 
tee# but merely selected responsible individuals.
